Bu t in th e cru cifix ion of Jesu s 
we h av e su preme tragedy and 
su preme goodness brou gh t to­ 
geth er, and th e deepest my ster­ 
ies of life are all centered in th is 
ex perience of th e one man of 
su preme goodness pou ring ou t 
h is life th rou gh dev otion and 
lov e of h is fellow men. 
Th ose wh o scorned and cru ci­ 
fied Jesu s rev iled h im with th e 


self h e cannot sav e,” and th ere

Th rou gh ou t h istory men h av e 
sav ed oth ers only th rou gh giv ­ 
ing th emselv es.

A complacent and comfortable 
sav ior migh t bring h ope and re­ 
demption 
to 
complacent 
and 
comfortable people, bu t wh en 
men are th rown into th e midst 
of adv ersity and su ffering, es­ 
pecially wh en th ey su ffer in 
spite of'th eir consciou s effort to 
do righ t and fu lfill all th eir ju st 
obligations, as millions of people 
are su ffering today , th ey do not 
tu rn to easy and complacent 
proph ets. Th ey tu rn to th ose wh o 
nav e borne life’s h eav iest bu r- 
reproach , ‘ He sav ed oth ers, h im- dens and ex perienced its deepest 


pangs and wh o, none th e less, 
h av e manifested th e triu m ph of 
a ch aracter th at h as come forth 
like pu re gold. 
It is a clear and graph ic pic­ 
tu re th at is presented in ou r les­ 
son, so tragically realistic in its 
depth s th at if we read with th e 
imagination we feel alike th e 
terroi# and th e glory of th e h ou r 
on Calv ary .

It is interesting to observ e 
th e effect u pon th e th iev es wh o 
su ffered with Jesu s. Th ere are 
men wh o in th eir sins are rebel­ 
liou s and determined in th eir 
cou rse of ev il.

sin a s if so me po wer were a cting 
ty ra nno usty to wa rd them. 
But there a re a lso men who 
ev en in their sinfulness a re co n­ 
scio us o f so me hig her purpo se 
a nd destiny in their liv es. They 
do no t bla me o thers fo r their 
sins; they do no t bla me so me 
hig her po wer o r the univ erse in 
g enera l; they kno w deep do wn 
in their hea rts tha t the crucia l 
fa ult is with themselv es.

He sa w 
himself a nd his wro ng do ing in 
th e rig ht lig ht, a nd he wa s im­ 
pressed with the mo ra l a nd spir­ 
itua l bea uty o f this ma n, who 
h ad do ne no wro ng , suffering a s 
if he ha d been the deepest sin­ 
ner.

Twenty -fiv e y ears ag o a K en­ 
tucky colonel was known by his

his m int julep. A g ov ernor a p­ 
pointed 12 colonels a t the most 
and they were supposed to don 
uniforms and g old braid for oc­ 
ca sions of sta te. But the army 
of colonels today ta kes in men, 
women and children. 
Miss Ara W. Mahan, secretary 
of sta te, estim a tes tha t the m a x ­ 
imum cost of commissioning a 
colonel is 25 cents, including the 
postag e for m a iling the blue­ 
ribboned, 
g old-sea led 
com m is­ 
sion. She ha s effected an econ­ 
omy in purchasing a t wholesale 
the blue ribbon tha t g oes on the 
commissions.

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CRUSADERS OPEN WAR ON RACKETEERS 
Not least significant of recent dev elopments is 
the fact that the Cru saders, originally organized 
to fight prohibition, hav e now conv erted them ­ 
selv es into an organization to make wrar on 
racketeers. 
Becau se of the intim ate hook-u p between the 
prohibition law and the racketeer, any grou p 
which works for the repeal of prohibition has got 
to giv e some attention to the racketeer problem.^ 
There is no qu estion bu t that the racketeer has 
done a great deal to swing pu blic sentiment 
against prohibition. Ju stly or otherwise, the 18 tli 
amendment has been blamed for his ex istence. 
Bu t wTe shou ld be making a tremendou s mistake 
if we took it for granted that all W'e need to 
do to abolish him is to abolish the 18 th amend­ 
ment. 
That wou ld help, of cou rse. The bootleg liqu or 
racket w'as first of the large-scale rackets, and 
from the v ery start it was the most lu crativ e. 
Bu t no one who reads the daily newspapers and 
sees ev er-recu rring headlines abou t the “milk 
racketeers,” the “dry cleaning racketeers,” the 
“labor racketeers,” the "gambling sy ndicates,” 
and so on, can be so naiv e as to su ppose that 
the booze racket stands alone. 
Du ring the decade that began in 19 20 the 
words “organized crime” took on a v ery real and 
definite meaning. Before that, big cities had had 
scattered grou ps of criminals operating inde­ 
pendently , and they had had more or less loose 
grou ps of hoodlu ms who worked in gangs; bu t 
there nev er had been any genu ine centraliza­ 
tion of any carefu lly -planned organization. The 


powerfu l and cohesiv e u nderworld gangs that 
cu rse ou r cities today are creations of the last 
dozen y ears. 
In part these grou ps owed their birth to pro­ 
hibition — bu t only in part. They are ev en more 
indebted to the fact that throu gh many y ears 
we had let v enality , fav oritism and self-interest 
ru le ou r city politics. The ward leader, the cor­ 
ru pt alderman, the crooked political boss — those 
men presided at the racketeer’s birth, and they 
continu e to shelter the racketeer today . 
That is why the Cru saders’ action is so en­ 
cou raging. Repealing prohibition will only be 
a first step in the war on rackets. To pretend 
that it will do the whole job wou ld be to delu de 
ou rselv es in a tragic and ex pensiv e manner.
